slap at Mayor J. Fred Hofmann, 
who last week rejected an appeal 
from - Luckman to form a food 
conservation committee here, but 
the action was in direct opposition 
to the stand taken by Hofmann 
Tuesday night. 


The statement said: "We believe 


that in, essence President Tru- 
man's program for voluntary self- 
denial to relieve the tragic needs 
of the world is Christian in spirit, 
and should be heartily endorsed by 
all Christians and good citizens, 
following our Lord's admonition, 
"inasmuch as ye have done it unto 
the least .of these My brethren, ye 
have done it unto Me.' " The state- 
ment also referred to St. Mat- 
thew's Gospel, 25th chapter, 31st 
to 36 verses.

in the form of recordings. 


"There will never be any more 


phonograph records or transcrip-. 
ions made by members of the Mu- 
sicians' union," he said, adding 
that "unless a (radio) program 
has:live music to offer, there won't 
be any music."

(Two 
and a half years after the 


end of the war,-750,000 displaced 
persons still.are Jiving in crowded 
camps in Germany, unwilling to go 
back home, uncertain pf their fu- 
ture, with the doors of other coun- 
tries open to only a portion of 
them under varying, restrictions.

Heidelberg, Oct. 20—(AP)—The 


only way Germany's still crowded 
displaced persons camps ever will 
be emptied is through mass reset- 
tlement of the homeless camp in- 
mates ''in other countries, officials 
of the International Refugee Or- 
ganization agree. 


Most of the 750,000 displaced 


persons still in Germany two and 
a half years after the war will not 
go back to the'countries from 
.which .the nazis took them as slave 
labor—chiefly because they don't 
like' the political character of their 
home governments. 


So the IRQ is pushing a prp- 


gram of resettling displaced per- 
sons in countries which need them 
as workers. 


U. S. Taking None 


Agreements already have been 


concluded with 13 nations willing 


to accept more than 150,000 DP 
immigrant*. 


France will take 50,000, Belgium 


40,000, Great Britain 20,000, Aus- 
tralia 12.000, French Morocco 10,- 
000, Holland 8,000, Canada about 
10,000. /Sweden, Venezuela, Brazil 
and Bolivia 500 families each, and 
Equador and Chile 200 families 
each.

to-include, agricultural; textile and 
skilled industrial- workers. 


Great Britain..is taking, mostly 


single females,; and Holland only 
single men and women. In addi- 
tion to close.relative* of Canadian 
citizens, Canada wants lumber- 
men, 
garmenti and sugar beet 


.workers, and domestics. 


Inspection teams from 
these 


countries tour the DP camps, ap- 
proving the people they want from 
lists of volunteers. Those accept- 
ed then travel to their new homes 
in large'groups.

Senator Taft touched on the prob- 
lem of medical care. He empha- 
sized his complete opposition to 
socialization at medicine, and to 
government 
insurance schemes 


which 
would profess 
to give 


"free" medical care to all the 
people. He then said that a per- 
centage of the people are unable 
tc pay for the service they need, 
and that here the 
government 


should fill the gap by appropri- 
ating funds '-o help 
state 
and 


county bodies meet the bills of the 
indigent. 


This is an intelligent approach 


to the health question, and a bill 
incorporating Mr. Taft's proposals 
is scheduled for consideration by 
the next congress. 
There is no 


reason on earth why all the tax- 
payers should contribute billions 


^a'year to provide medical service 


for the majority of peopie. who 
ar« perfectly able to pay for it 
either in the traditional manner or 
through membership in one of the 
voluntary prepaid medical care 
plans. The mere administration of 
so grandiose a scheme would re- 
quire the creation-of an enormous 
bureaucracy, would make the pay 
and promotion of doctors a politi- 
cal matter, "and would be a long 
•tep toward socialized medicine. 
/" -The use of Federal funds, lo- 
cally administered, to assist those 
who cannot even afford to join the 
inexpensive prepayment plans is 
an entirely different matter.

''Bill Shatov. in 


charge of the OGPU. brought in 
the names of 130 people who were 
to be executed, that night."

The governor said a large share 


of the troubles of Europe arose be- 
cause this nation and its allies at- 
tempted to restore Europe on a 
basis which denies many of the 
basic moral concepts of individual 
and national conduct to which 
Americans have clung since the 
founding of this country. 


Freedom Pledges Mocked 


- "Our representatives have made 
no effective protest against the 
permanent "enslavement 
of 
the 


prisoners of a war which ended two 
years ago," he said. Although 
we 'belatedly returned to Europe 
the last ofJ the Germans held in 
labor camps in America, some of 
them were handed over to the 
French and the British to add to 
the "ranks of the slaves operating 
coal mines and other industries 
there." 


The background structure of the 


United Nations likewise has con- 
tributed to Europe's difficulties, 
Green said, asserting- that its fun- 
damental weakness-'lies m the fact 
that a free America went into the 
U. N. bound by the secret agree- 
ments of two presidents to pre- 
serve a status quo which violates 
America's concepts of decency and 
justice. 


"Despite fine words" he said, 


"the maintenance of that status 
quo precludes the realization of 
political or religious freedom for 
millions in Poland, Lithuania, or 
other Baltic and Balkan nations. 
It mocks the pledges of freedom 
contained m the Atlantic Charter 
and the ideals of American boys 
who died for them." 


Green said the nation must face 


the fact that America is poorer be- 
cause of the billions spent in the 
war and that it must work and 
save to replace them.

In ceremonies at Fort Yukon, 


where on Aug. 9, 1869, Capt. 
Charles Raymond arrived and in- 
formed the residents that the Brit- 
ish trading post was part of the 
territory of Alaska, an American 
flag was again raised over the old 
fort. 


It was Friday, Oct. 18, 1867, 


when the - actual transfer of the 
territory was made from Russia 
to the United States at Novo 
Arkhangelsk, now Sitka.
